A BILL ENTITLED
AN ACT concerning

Maryland Medical Assistance Program — Redeterminations of Eligibility for
Program Recipients in Nursing Facilities

FOR the purpose of requiring the Department of Health and Mental Hygiene to
develop and implement a streamlined process for the annual redetermination of
eligibility for certain Maryland Medical Assistance Program recipients on or
before a certain date; requiring the Department to report on the development
and implementation of the streamlined process to certain committees of the
General Assembly on or before a certain date; defining a certain term; and
generally relating to the Maryland Medical Assistance Program.

SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
MARYLAND, That:

(a)  In this section, “nursing facility” has the meaning stated in § 15-132 of
the Health — General Article.

(b) On or before October 1, 2011, the Department of Health and Mental
Hygiene shall develop and implement a streamlined process for the annual
redetermination of eligibility under the Maryland Medical Assistance Program of
Program recipients who require a nursing facility level of care.

(c) On or before December 1, 2011, the Department of Health and Mental
Hygiene shall report, in accordance with § 2—1246 of the State Government Article, on
the development and implementation of the streamlined process for the
redetermination of eligibility required under subsection (b) of this section to the
Senate Budget and Taxation Committee, the Senate Finance Committee, the House
Appropriations Committee, and the House Health and Government Operations
Committee.
